Democrats won both contests 
for State Senator in yesterday's 
special elections In the Fourth 
and Sixth senatorial districts. 


The victories, by wide margins, | 


enabled the Democrats to re- 
tain control of the State Senate 
for the special session of the 
Missouri Legislature, scheduled 
to begin Feb. 23. 

In the Fourth District, .James 


M. Webbe, Democrat, defeated 
his Republican opponent, Phili 
E. Muehlheausler, n ia one-si 
ed vote, 7991 to 1718. * 

The Sixth District contest 
was won by John P. Barrett, 
Democrat, by a margin of more 
than two-to-one. Barrett re- 
ceived 10,299 votes to 4362 for 
his Republican, opponent, Leo 
Redel. 

Fill Unexpired Term. 

Webbe, chief clerk of the 
Board of Aldermen, and Bar- 
rett, a painting contractor, were 
named to fill the unexpired 
terms, ending next January, of 
the late Senator Anthony M. 
Webbe, brother of tha new 
Fourth District Senator, and the 
late Senator Harry J. Byrne, 
Democrats. 

The vacancies had left the 
State Senate in a 16-to-16 split 
between Democratic and Repub- 
lican members. By capturing 
both seats yesterday, the Demo- 
crats will continue to control 
the Missouri Senate under the 
leadership of Senator Michael 
Kinney, veteran St. Louis Demo- 
crat, president pro tem of the 
Senate. 

Both the/new Democratic Sen- 
ators declared in the brief cam- 
paign that they. would support 
extension of the city’s authority 
to levy an earnings tax, if that 
issueds submitted to the special 
legislative session for action. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has not 
announced all of the subjects he 
will submit to the State Assem- 
bly, but there are reports in 
legislative cireles that he plans 
to place the St. Louis earnings 
tax problem before the legisla- 
tors. The tax, which brings in 
about $8,000,000 a year, will ex- 
pire April 1 unless the Legisla- 
ture continues the city’s au- 
thority to levy it. 

Election Not Unexpected. 

The election of Webbe and 
Barrett was not unexpected as 
both were running in senatorial 
districts which usually return 
heavy Democratic majorities. 
Although the voting in these 
two races was light, it was some- 
what heavier than the city-wide 
turnout for the balloting on the 
metropolitan sewer district plan. 

About 17.6 per cent of the city 
voters cast ballots in the special 
sewer plan election, whereas 
the turnout in the Fourth Dis- 
trict amounted to 24.5 per cent 
of the registration and in the 
Sixth District, 25.2 per cent. 

Webbe, who has been chief 
aldermanic clerk since last April, 
previously served four years as 
assistant clerk. Last year he suc- 
eeded his brother as Seventh 
Ward Democratic committeeman. 
He is 33 years old and lives at 
948A Hickory street. 

Muehlheausler, his Republican 
opponent, is a used car dealer 
and Republican committeeman 
of the Seventh Ward. 

Barrett, 38, was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the School 
Board in 1949 and 1951. He 
lives at 1627 Veronica avenue. 
His Republican opponent, Re- 
del, was seeking election to 
public office for the first time. 
He is a variety store owner. 

The Democtfatic candidates 
carried each of the wards, or 
parts of wards, in their districts. 
The tabulation by wards, with 
the Democratic vote listed first, 
follows: - 

Fourth District: Seventh 
Ward, 2965 to 277; Eighth, 2005 
to 517; Fifteenth, 209 to 151;

St. Louis county, however, balked its own 
progress with the vote on six county bond issue 
proposals. The voters approved half of these 
and rejected half—but the half which they 
rejected totaled $39,624,000 of the whole $44.,- 
732,500 bond issue. 

The proposals approved by two-thirds majori- 
ties were for improving the County : Hospital,, 
establishing sanitary land fills for refuse dis- 
posal and buying voting machines. The items 
for establishing new parks and giving the county 
government new building space proved less 
popular. But the major loss was the $32,124,000 
proposal for expressways and highways. 

The highway proposal could have won with 
a shift of 5000 votes. Yet the defeat cannot be 
blamed entirely on the small but extremely vocal 
opposition to the Central Parkway route. Some 


precincts near that proposed route actually voted they will sit as Senators, on the basis of this: 


for highway bonds, while a few precincts in 
other county areas voted overwhelmingly against 
not only highways but nearly everything else. 
In the south county area, 22 of 36 precincts in 
Lemay township failed te give the highway pro- 


posal even a simple majority. This was also true 


of 22 of the 45 precincts in St. Ferdinand town- 
ship in the north, and of 5 of 7 precincts in 
Meramec township in the west.

County leaders will have to study these results 
carefully to see what they mean. Do thay mean 
objections to specific highway proposals or 
simply ebjections to any added cost of govern- 
ment? . 

The one thing they do not mean is that the 
people of St. Louis county are against all such 
future improvements. For every one of the six 
bond items won a solid favorable vote. The 
three that lost lacked the necessary two-thirds 
majority. 

County Supervisor Matthews suggests that 
the highway bond proposal may be resubmitted 
to the voters in modified form. Certainly this 
should be done at the earliest possible opportu- 
nify. For this project, like all the did 
win the ballots of most of those who voted. 


The alternative to the bond issue is a plain . 


prohibition against any real highway building. 
The county would not be able to supply rights- 
of-way for metropolitan expressways and it would 
lose $45,000,000 in state and federal aid. 


When more county residents understand that:

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The Jay in Raucous Mood 

At the risk of keeping a controversy alive, 
we feel irresistibly impelled to add one more 
item to the discussion about the sound made by 
bluejays. 

In the course of establishing the fact that 
bluejays utter a “bell-like” note, our corres- 
pondents have taken pains to distinguish this 
from the harsh scream which the bluejay utters 
on other occasions. They uniformly describe the 
scream as a raucous “Thief!

This has not been our observation. Our ob- 
servation hag been that the bluejay when in a 
raucous mood screams, “Dew-eee! Dew-eee! 
Dew-eee!” We first noticed this in the 1948 
campaign, but subsequent experience has con- 
firmed it. When you listen closely, “Dew-eee!” 
is what you hear the bluejay scream—as plainly 
as a bell-like note. 
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Presidential Tax Collector 

President Ramon Magsaysay has offered the 
Philippines a remarkable budget. It amounts to 
$334,000,000—the largest in the Republic’s his- 
tory—yet the President calls for no new taxes. 
In fact, he hopes for a small surplus. 

How does President Magsaysay propose to 
work this trick? The fact is that it is not a trick 
but simply a matter of tax collection. Present 
Philippine tax rates would undoubtedly support 
the Government and promote the nation’s econ- 
omy—if the taxes were paid. Mr. Magsaysay in- 
tends to see that they are paid. 


Tax-dodging was.a special feature of the cor- 
ruption which Magsaysay promised, in his elec- 
tion campaign, to sweep out of the islands. He 
had no sooner taken office than his new Govern- 
ment found that the country had lost $62,500,000 
in customs revenues in five years. This was 
blamed on graft, smuggling and mismanagement, 

From 1949 to 1952, income tax collections rose 
from $20,000,000 to $60,000,000. Yet that was not 
good collection. Economists estimate the Govern- 
ment should collect from $25,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 more with an honest and energetic tax 
system. If the latter figure were correct, the 
Philippines have lost twice as much as was col- 
lected in income taxes-alone.

Even if Korea conference can be held, big obstacle in British- 
American relations will remain; London recognizes Red Chinese 
Government but Washington does not; problem is charged with 
emotion but’ time.is coming when we must grapple with issue.

If we can get over the POW hurdle 
and then settle procedure, and there is 
an international conference on Korea, 
the greatest single difficulty in Anglo- 
American relations will re-emerge in 
acute form. 

Only a kind of moratorium periodical- 
ly reviewed keeps it in abeyance. I re- 
fer, of course, to the question of recog- 
nizing the Chinese Government in its 
capital at Peking. The more discussion 
we have on this subject, the better.

Only the other day a junior minister 
named Reginald Maudling held forth at 
a gathering of Washington newspaper 
men on the potential bonanza possible 
in microscopes to the Chinese. 
The British got their just deserts for 
their foolishness over the r tion 
business. Peking, hardly estab 
office and in the first flush of the Com- 
munist victory, refused to exchange 
credentials. It was an ignominious re- 

,» and nobody was more pleased 


than the: British in Singapore. Singa- 
pore and is said to have fought Hong 
Kong when recognition was initially 
canvassed in Whitehall.

he American attitude toward the 
recognition problem prior to Chinese 
intervention in Korea did not comport 
with common sense, let alone with 
statesmanship. Its manifestations have 
no doubt made Jefferson turn over in 
his grave. In his day recognition was 
based on the accomplished fact of gov- 
ernment change. 

Sametimes, indeed, an American am- 
bassador went ahead with dealings with 
a new regime without writing for in- 
structions from Washington, We went 
moralistic in this matter under Wood- 
row Wilson, just as the European pow- 
ers developed a moralism under the, 
Holy Alliance. 


The subject is so charged with emo-. 


tion—and understandably, in view of 
the casualties in Korea—that rational 
discussion by our public men is in- 
dulged in only in private. 

But one of these days we shall have 
to grapple with it. There can be no 
doubt that one of the preconditions of 
living.in the same world with the new 
China. will be recognition de jure. 

Too much time has elapsed since the 
overthrow of Chiang Kai-shek to argue 
that the Peking regime ‘(in some form 
deriving from the revolution led by 
Mao ‘Tze-tung) -is not consolidated 
enough. 

Political wisdom dictates that as a 
starter in policy-making we should do 
what the British should have done in 
the first place, and what, according to 
Lord Salisbury the other day, a Conser- 
vative Government would have done— 
that is, recognize Peking de facto and 
Ch Kai-shek de facto in Formosa. 
(Incidentally, the British in Singapore 
knew that de facto recognition would 
not involve consular representation. ) 

At age: we have no policy, and a 
negation is unbecoming to an Atlas of 
a’ world power. That is one thing that 
must worry the British. We shall re- 
turn our rélations with the British to 
the same track if we come to terms 


with realities in China. 


In return for recognition, we should 
suggest to the Peking Chinese what the 
Germans would call a stand-still agree- 
ment about the Far East area as the 
breathing space for settlement of the 
many outstanding and complicated is- 
sues between us.

Mr. Molotov induced the three 
Western ministers to declare

For it cuts deeply into the argu- 
ment that EDC is a way of con- 
trolling a rearmed Germany for 
50 years. The guaranteed life 
of EDC, and of German military 
integration within it, is only as 
long as Germany remains di- 
vided. 


It is now highly advisable, in- 
deed it is indispensable, that we 
revise the priorities and em- 
phasis of our Franco-German 
policy. It is.no longeg possible 
to argue that the immediate re- 
armament of Germany is the 
first necessity of Europe—or 
that we have a reliable device 
for controlling the German army 
over more than a generation. 

Those positions have been 
given up at Berlin. It is now 
necessary to take hold firmly of 
the true position—which is that 
the reconciliation. and partner- 
ship of France and Germany 
come first, ahead of all other 
considerations, and are the only 
safe foundation on which to put 
the rearmament of the Germans.

WASHINGTON, Feh. 10 (AP) 
~-Oil-rich Saudi Arabia was re- 
ported Soday to have turned 
down an American offer to pro- 
vide weapons to expand and 
modernize its armed forces. 

King Saud, informed officials, 
said, has informed the American 
embassy he considers unaccept- 
able a draft of a military aid 
agreement proposed by the 
United States. 


The turndown, after months of 
secret negotiation, came as a 
surprise to State Department of- 

ficials. The development repre- 
sents a setback to Washington's 
hopes of bolstering the Middle 
East defenses and eventually 
linking nations in that area into 
an anti-Communist defense line- 


up. | 

Saudi Arabia's rejection is not 
viewed as a permanent block to 
that project. The agreement 


evidently will be rewritten in an 
effort to meet King Saud's ob- 
jection. 

The agreement offered his 
Government was of the same 
type as that signed by numerous 
friendly governments who are 
getting American weapons and 
defense equipment. 

Informed diplomats said the 
turndown in no way affects the 
present agreement with Saudi 
Arabia for joint use of the big 
air base at Dhahran which: the 
United States Air Force con- 
structed in World War II. An 
agreement gdverning use of 
these facilities runs until June 
18, 1961... . 

Saudi Arabia’s present atti- 
tude, it [Is believed, is influenced 
by the continuing quarrel be- 

éen Egypt, a fellow Arab

They loaded us into a truck 
and drove us to an airline lunchroom. It was pretty well 
put together. The sandwiches were egg with a bright pink 
tasteless salami. They brought around catsup that was 
marked from Shanghai. And a local fizz water called 
Hawshang cider and Hawshang sarsaparilla. 

After awhile they drove us back. The plane climbed 
back in the sky and two hours later we were circling Hong 
Kong again.

words “inherent” and “intrin- 
sic,” let us dispose first of the 
ropes and pulleys of etymology, 
dry and creaking as they may 
seem to be, and then get to the 
heart of the words.

Bone-Healing Study 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE bone and joint men—not Las Vegas gamblers but 
orthopedic surgeons — met in Chicago recently. More 
* than 2000 specialists attended. Prominent orthopedic 
surgeons discussed new surgical methods for relieving back 
pain, treatment of spinal column diseases, experimental 


- transplantation of muscle to relieve polio paralysis, and 


bone grafting. They exchanged information on the fitting 
ef improved artificial limbs. after amputations. They talked 
about the results of using meta] rods to hold broken bones 
together 


One of the most interesting talks will have far-reaching 
rehabilitation effects if it proves out. Drs. Marshall R. 
_UJrist and Robert Mavet Jr., of the Department of Surgery, 
‘University of California School of Medicine, Los Angeles, 
reported a five-year study into why broken leg bones some- 
times fail te knit.

THEY DISCOVERED that what prevents normal heal- 
ing is “fibrindid degeneration.” This fibrinoid is a gelatin- 
ous cheeselike material found in the area between the 
broken bone ends. New bone, according to the two special- 
ists, does not grow across the bone ends if this fibrinoid 
is. present. It apparently forms when the bone injury is 
severe, infected, or not fixed in position to prevent move- 
ment. 
- Beth Dr. Urist and Dr. Mazet are connected with the 
Mivision of orthopaedic surgery at Wadsworth Hospital, 
United States Veterans Administration, Los Angeles. They 
undertook their study shortly after they returned from serv- 
ite in World War II. They were distressed by the number 
of veterans with unhealed lower leg bones accumulating 
veterans’ hospitals all over the country. 

Their tedious search for the cause of non-union in 
fractured bones began with a study of 100 ftactures which 
did heal normally compared with others which did not heal 
properly.

In addition, they studied slices of the tissue from the | 


fracture gap under the microscope in all patients that had 
to have their broken bones set by surgery. The use of 
special histochemical methods revealed the fibrinoid in all 
Unhealed fractures, they reported. 


x * * 
FURTHER STUDY in this five-year period showed, ac- 


no 
cording to the experts, that the fibrinoid was not a hopeless ‘ other 


barrier to healing. They suggest that in patients with un- 
healed bones even after two to seven and one half years, 
special operations involving removal of fibrinoid and short- 
ening of the leg can succeed. They feel that a leg two to 
three inches shorter than the other is better than complete 
loss of the leg by amputation. 

Their work applies to those unusual instances in frac- 
ture where the bone doesn't heal in the usua] six weeks to 
two months. Some leg bones that don't heal have always 
puzzled surgeons. This new research may initiate better 
treatment of such fractures. —
